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The Encyclopedia Britannica says: 

“The main cave of Mammoth Cave, 
in Kentucky, from 40 to 300 feet wide 
and from 3% to 125 feet high, has sev- 
eral vast rooms—one of them being 
called the Chief City, where an area 
of two acres is covered by a vault 
125 feet high. 

The main cave, which ends 
ruptly four miles from the entrance,

Medical Expert's Testimony 
in Hamilton Trial. 


DR. MURRAY’S NOVEL THEORY 


BAYS DAY MAY HAVE REMAINED 
ON HIS FEET TEN MINUTES. 


Review of the Testimony So Far Pre- 
sented Touching Upon the Mys- 
terious Weapon of the 
Tragedy. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 14.—~The 

edical aspects of the Stabbing of Leonard 

ay occupied most of the testimony in the 
frial of Frank H. Hamilton today. 


Dr. W. B. Murray, who had been hur- 
fiedly summoned at the time of the homi- 


cide and who had given evidence distinctly 
favorable to the defense yesterday, was On 
the stand today, and the prosecution was 
feinforced by the presence of two medical 
experts to aid in his cross-examination. The 
point at issue was whether a man wounded 
es Day was—the Subclavian artery com- 
pletely severed—could live six or eight min- 
utes, and whether, being on his feet when 


he received the wound he could stand 10 
Minutes, having died meanwhile. 

Dr. Murray contended that he could, by 

utomatous impulse, if not interfered with. 
#ie also contended that while the fatal 
wound could have been produced by the 
big blade of the knife in evidence, the 
Scalp wound Day received could not. 

He was vigorously cross-examined, but 
Rhroughout maintained that his theories 
were correct. 

A review of the case up to date shows 
the sympathies of a majority of the public 
are with the prisoner, and those who do 
mot believe him innocent, at least ho for 
his acquittal. In this the prisoner is pe- 
culiarly fortunate, for his case stands 
alone, as one where the great public was 
not smitten with that dread disease, com- 
mon to humanity, the thirst for man-hunt- 
ing. He stands almost alone, as a man ac- 
cused of murder against whom no one 
seems to hold one feeling of revenge. The 
murdered young man, wealthy although he 
had been, had few ties of blood that were 
close, and in this he was strangely bereft. 
It is a case in which the prisoner had more 
of sympathy than the victim. 

The effort of the defense is to combat 
the testimony of Officer Rooney, who has 
sworn that Hamilton confessed that he 


killed .Day. 

On its face, it is a very strong case 
@zgainst the prisoner. The disputed evidence 
s-the claim by Gray that Bennett said to 

amilton: ‘‘He is dead. You killed him.”’ 

ennett very véhemently denied this. The 
evidence lacki is:the failure to show 
who owned the knife, to trace it to Hamit- 
ton, or to secure any evidence that anyone 
@aw a knife-in Hamilton's hand. 

This kife questien is a peculiar one. Some 
one certuinly owned the knfe, and some one 
certainly knows to whom it belonged. The 
state has not shown it, and this portion 
of the case is.up to the defense. Perhaps 
the defense knows, and if it does it will be 
in Hamiiton’s favor to show that it did not 
belong to him. 

If the defense can show that Hamilton 
did not deliberately secure the knife for 
the purpose of using it in that room, it 
will be a point in his favor. If it can be 
shown. that some one pushed the knife in 
his hand, or handed it to him, it will for- 
ever take away any element of premedita- 
tion from him. the owner of the knife 
will come forward and claim it boldly, he 
will help Hamilton. If no one claims it, 
the suspicion will remain that it belonged 
to Hamilton, and his owning a small knife 
and the large one will go against him. 

The defense may. perhaps, use the fail- 
ure to find the owner of the knife as a sus- 
picious circumstance upon which to hang 
that thread of doubt which is always the 
last resort of an accused. “A reasonable 
doubt” is a time-honored weapon for a de- 
fense, and no one knows how to use it 
better than Mr. Nye. With no whisper as 
to the ownership of the knife, he can argue 
that there was some mysterious enemy, 
who happened by, and who attacked Day, 
and that it was not Hamilton who gave 
him the four wounds. 

It is the object of the defense to show 
that Day was killed by a man in that 
assemblage who had a grudge to pay off-- 
@n arrearage to make good. 

Here. existed the opportunity. A dark- 
ened room, a gathering of drunken and 
half-drunken men, two fights in progress 
at one and the same time, all possible con- 
ditions favorable to a stealthy thrust by a 
stealthy enemy, What about the unidenti- 
fied man O'Malley has referred to? 

Moreover it will be shown that the knife 
with which Day was stabbed was Day's 
knife. The defense has evidence that Day 
had carried precisely such a knife as the 
atate has put in evidence, and that more 
than once in this city Day has pulled a 
very similar knife in quarrels. 

A witness will be put on the stand who 
is prepared to swear that he has seen Day 
draw his knife and dare his supposed 
enemy to attack him, the episode having 
occurred in a saloon of this city.

LONDON, Feb. 14.—The first Parliament 
of the reign of King Edward VII was 
opened this afternoon by the King in per- 
son. 

Prior to the reading of the speech the 
King took the oath. “The assemblage stood 
while the speech was read. The King was 
clad in robes of state, but did not wear the 
crown. 

His majesty was a¢companied By Queen 
Alexandra, the Duke of York and Cornwail 
and'the Duke of Connaught and many oth- 
ers of the royel family. 

The last state ceremony of the kind oc- 
curred in 1861, when Queen Victoria opened 
Parliament, accompanied by the prince 
consort, and since the death of the latter 
nothing equal to today’s pomp has been 
witnessed in London in connection with the 
opening of the legislature. Not since the 
wedding of ‘the then Prince of Wales and 
Princess Alexandra has the gorgeous state 
coach used today been seen in the streets 


of the capital. 

In this coach today the King and Queen 
rode from Buckingham Palace to the Pal- 
ace of Westminster. 

The route of the royal party. which lay 
through the Mall, the horse guards parade, 
Whiteliall and Parliament street was 

arded by 5vvu soldiers. ‘Thousands of Lon- 
ionere packed St. James Park, bordered the 
route of the procession and filled windows, 
stands and roofs. The cortege was short 
but spectacular. The royal coacn, drawn 
by eight famous cream-colored Hanoveri- 
ans, with postions in red arfa gold liveries 
and footmen leading the horses, which were 
covered with trappings of morocco and gilt, 
was preceded and fouowed by Life Guards 
in fuil uniform with silver breast plates 
and: red plumed helmets, and a small escort 
of gentiemen-at-arms in historic costumes 
immediately surrounded;the vehicle. 

Five carriages of state containing uni- 
formed officials and ladies of the house- 
hold, each drawn by six horses with postil- 
lions and outriders, led the procession. Next 
camhe the massive state chariot, the occu- 
pants of which could be plainly seen 
through the plate glass windows, the King, 
who was ia full uniform, saluting constant- 
ly and the Queen bowing on all sides. 

The procegsion speedily traversed tne 
short route to an accompaniment of roars 
and shouts, and reached the royal entrance 
to the palate of Westminster beneath the 
Victoria: tower at the appointed time.

Honeycombed With Them, to the 
Profit of Rice Growers. 


JENNINGS, La., Feb. 16.—Prosperity 
comes from the ground you may buy and 
sell. Real wealth comes from real estate. 
The condition of the farmer governs all, 
and all the prosperity of the farmer is made 
the length of his growing season, the 
amount and value he grows per acre and 
the control of the elements that make his 
crop. The greatest of these is water. Soil, 
moisture and heat are the three great neces- 
sities for successful agriculture. 

These conditions are more nearly per- 
fect in the rice belt than {n any other part 
of the union. The deep wells in and around 
Jennings have solved a problem which for 
years seemed difficult of solution. The

The cost of a 
10-inch well is $3.4 a foot, the usual aver- 
age depth being 200 feet; and its capacity 
is about 300 acres. The cost of the 
Would be $700: the pump $250; the engine 
and boiler $1000, making a total of $1959 for 
the plant. The land would cost $6000, seed 
rice $400, water $1000. The seed and water 
would, therefore, cost $1400, and adding the 
Interest on the cost of land and plant, $8000 
at 6 per cent; amounting to $480, making 
the cost to the owner $1880, which entitles 
hiin to one-half the crop, the renter get- 
ting the other halt.

Then a stationary or other engine com- 
pletes the outfit. The distance apart of 
these wells is experimental yet. Three 8- 
inch wells, 20 feet apart, when tested on 
Cary & Son's plant, gave the following re- 
sults: Pumping from end well lowered the 
one 20 feet away feet, and the one 
feet away only 5 feet. Another experiment 
is uniting the wells. Would it be better to 
have a pump for each well, and the best 
way to connect them to the engine? And 
another very important experiment is the 
kind of pump to use.

NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—There was surprise 
at today’s special meeting of the American 
Smelting and Refining Co. in Jersey 
City, when the Standard Oil interests 
spiked the guns of the majority of stock- 
holders of the Silver Trust, as the smelting 
company is called.and by a quiet appeal 
to the New Jersey Court of Chancery pre- 
vented the majority of stockhol s from 
approving, for the time being at least, the 
proposition to increase the Silver Trust's 
stock from $65,000,000 to $100,000,000. 

The plan is to buy up the smelter plant 

. Of Guggenheim & Sons, and with the pro- 
ceeds of the additional stock the acquisition 
of the Guggenheim plants would zive the 
Silver Trust a monopoly of the business. 
The officials of the trust held 8 per cent 
of the proxies in favor of the proposition 
and were just about to carry the deal 
through when a court officer startled the 
magnates by serving upon them copies of 
an order restraining the stockholders until 
Tuesday at least. The stockholders took a 
recess and gasped for breath while repre- 
sentatives of the Standard Oil interests, 
who oppose the deal, smiled. 

H. H. Rogers, Standard Oil magnate, re- 
signed as director of the smelting company 
this week because of friction over 
Guggenheim deal.

ONLY TWENTY DAYS LEFT

BARELY TIME IF LEGISLATORS 
WERE UNANIMOUS. 


With All the Bickering It, Looks as 
Though That Time Was Altogether 
Too Short to Accomplish Any- 
thing at Regular Session. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON ClTY, Mo., Feb. 16.—Fran- 
chise legislation is still in a rather unset- 
tled state, and the failure of the ways and 
means subcommittee of the House and Sen- 
ate to agree on a bill has not brightened 
the prospect for the prompt enactment of 
a franchise tax law. ; 

Ninety per cent of the members of the 
House coincide with Gov. Dockery’s ideas 
on the subject. The Senate seems to be the 
Stalking horse. 

There are three franchise measures 
der consideration. One is the House sub- 
Stitute prepared by Representatives Wool- 
folk .of Lincoln and Hawkins of Kansas 
City, which proyides for the taxation o* the 
franchises of pubHe service corporatione, 
and conforms to the governor's suggestions, 
a he second is the Senate bill drafted by 
Senators Clay of St. #rancois and_ Martin 
of Saline. This, according to Mr. Dockery 
ind many of the Iegislators, would impose 
& tax on all cerporations. It Is conceaed 
that the adoption of such a law would not 
Satisfy the popular demand for franchise 
legisiation. 

While admitting that the measure applies 
to every corvoration, t authors insist 
ihat the Supreme Court would not hold that 
a private commercial interest, existing 
purely by the good will of the state in 
granting a certificate of incorporation, 1s 
taxable. 

The Clay-Martin bill is pronounced con- 
stitutional, but the lawyers are not of one 
mind as to the scope of its provisions. 
New Draft 

Suggested. 

In order to settle the prevatling differences 
between the two branches of the Assembly 
Gov. Dockery requested former Judge Will- 
iam M Williams of the Supreme Court to 
draft a franchise bill, which would unmis- 
takably define the administration's view of 
the question. This, bill HMmits the fran- 
chise tax to public and quasi-public cor- 
porations and its constitutionality and falir- 
ness are said to be undoubted by lawyers 
who have closely examined its features. 

The governor's action is accepted by the 
legislators as indicating an aggressive ad- 
ministration policy regarding the issue of 
paramount importance at this time to the 
people of Missouri. 

Thus, far the Benate subcommittee has, 
shiwn no inclination to approve the Dock- 
ery bill, and Senator Clay has told the 
Post-Dispatch that it will hardly be the one 
submitted for final decision. He thought the 
bill should be materially changed and it is 
known that Senator Martin, the other mem- 
ber of the subco1amittee, is of the same 
opinion. 

Gov. Dockery's friends are resolutely op- 
posed to any alteration vf the bill. They

Senator Morton of Ray, recognized as the

SAMPSON-SCHLEY CONTROVERSY 
GIVEN NEW LIFE. 


Senator Jones of Arkansas Endceavor- 
ing to Bring the Anti-Trust Bill 
Before the Senate—Capi- 
t2l News.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—S@nator Han- 
na will ride with President McKinley from 
the Executive Mansion to the Capitol on 
March 4. He will be accompanied also by 
Representative Cannon of the House com- 
mittee and possibly a Democratic member 
of the Senate or House. The remaining 
three members of the joint committee will 
ride with Vice-President Roosevelt. In 
order that the Senate and House may have 
equai representation in the _ presidential 
escort the various members of the com- 
mittee will be divided among two car- 


riages. 

inaugural committee decided the 
matter of: escort.

An inauguration means the 
death of hundreds and hundreds of citl- 
zens who have nothing to do but stand on 
the sidewalks, clad in heavy clothing and 
watch the parade. These soldiers would 
be compelled to stand in line seven or eight 
hours in very cold weather and that sick- 
ness and death would certainly resu!t there 
can be no doubt."’ 

Representative Steele of Indiana said that 
the Porto Rican soldiers were very an- 
xilous to come. He believed they would suf- 
fer no greater hardships than other visit- 
ors to the inauguration.

Final Curtain Will Fall in St. Louis | 
When the Murdered Man’s Remains, 
Which Have Been Shipped 
Here From FEazleton, Ind., 
for the Purpose, Shall 
Ee Reduced to 
Ashes. 


The remains of John C. Loomiller of | 
Hazleton, Ind., a blind capitalist, who was | 
murdered near his home Tuesday night, | 
were shipped to St. Louis, arriving yester- 
day, fcr cremation. 

The incineration of this body Is the latest 
act of the drama of death and mystery | 
which has surrounded the life of John Loo- | 
miller and which had its scenes in several | 
towns in Missouri, Illinois, Indiana and | 
Oklahoma, and affected the destinies of sev- | 


| 


eral families. | 
Already the tragedy includes three murf- 
ders. one suicide, a bereaved sweetheart and 
a case of insanity. Besides Hazleton, Ind., 
the places at which the several scenes have

been enacted are St. 
Quincy and Liberty, UL, 
and Guthrie, O. T. 

The story is rife with mystery and has 
about it an uncanny aspect when one coti- 
siders the list of fatalities and sorrows 
which has grown out of the life of John 
Loomiller since, as a boy, he lost his eye- 
sight. 

Loomiller was reared on a farm near Lib- 
erty, lll. He always said he lost his eye- 
sight by the accidental discharge of an 
old pistol, but there were other versions. 
After this calamity, it appears, Loomiller 
became a bad boy. He ran away from an 
institution in Jacksonville, to which his 
mother sent him, and went West. He played 
the violin in mining camps and is said to 
have returned with $100,000. In 1893 he reo- 
appeared near Liberty with a wife, whom 
he claimed to have ‘married in Indiana. 
With them was his wife’s 14-year-old niece, 
Viola Searles. Loomiller was wealthy, but 
instead of buying a house in town he set- 
tled down four miles in the country, in 
an old-fashioned house, which is known 
as the “House of the Wide Eaves.” Here 
the first tragedy occurred. 

Mrs. Loomiller and her niece were found 
murdered in their home Oct. 9, 1894. At the 
Ridgeway Hotel, St. Louis, George W. 
Pearce, Jr., of Liberty, Hl., committed sui- 
cide by turning on the gas in his room, 
June 6, 1899. His suicide grew out of the 
Loomiller murders. Pearce was a witness 
before the grandjury which investigated the 
crime. After that, Pearce vecame moody. 
While in Hanniba!, Mo., he met Miss Zelpha 
Locke, a pretty girl, and fell in love. But 
he appeared to have a haunting memory. 
His health failed, his fiancee beiieved him 
indifferent and the match was broken off. 


Witness Becomes 
Violently insane. 

Charles Daugherty of Liberty, I!l. who 
said he knew all about the Loomiller mur- 
ders, went insane over them and was sent | 
to the State Asylum at Jacksonville, where 
for years he raved constantly over the 
crimes. 

Besides Pearce six other grandjury wit- 
nesses in the case _ died. They were 
Susan Clark, Robert J. Clark, Gottlieb Mil- 
ler, Lucinda Clark, Presley Dark and Dr. 


ioomiller married again, and for a time 
lived at Newburg. Mu., a smail village nyt 
far from Rolla. Then he went to Guthrie, 
O. T.. and made money. He removed to 
Hazleton, Ind., where he became tavorably 
known and was gq familiar figure about 
town, being able to go anywhere alone, 
though totally blind. There he met_his 
doom. 

It is said at Hazleton that the coroner 
suspects a woman in the case. Martin 
Hiobbs, who was the last person seen with 
Loomiller, has been arrested on suspicion. 
lie has been in prison for forgery. It is 
belleved that Loomitier had $4000 on his 
erson when killed.

H. E. Puett, a life insurance man of Kan- 
sas City, tells this remarkable story in 
connection with the déath of Loomiller:

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His wife and niece were murdered 
Oct. 9, 1£94. 

George Pearce, who was a witness 
In the investigation that followed and 
which centered about Loomiller. com 
mitted suicide in the Ridgeway Hotel 
St. Louls, June 6, 1999. 

Shortly before that, Pearce, who 
had long been moody because of his 
knowledge of the case, declined to 
marry his sweetheart, Miss Zelpha 
Locke, breaking her heart. 

Charles Daugherty of Liberty, Il, 
another witness to the Loomiller 
murder, was haunted by the mem- 
ory of the revolting details of the 
crime and died a raving maniac in 
the state madhouse at Springfield, 
in July, 1599. 

Six of the twelve grandjurymen 
who investigated the Loomiller mur- 
der have died. 

Loomiller, born to poverty and 
stricken blind in boyhood, murdered 
Feb. 12, 1901, after attatning the dig- 
nity of capitalist. 
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went on the local freight in the afternoon 
and told his wife before leaving that he 
might not get through his business at the 
county capital in time to return home on 
the evening train. For this reason hig wife 
was not anxious when he did not return 
early. She supposed he had remained in 
Princeton 


When her husband did not put in his 
appearance next morning, she began to 
wonder at it and gradua,ly because more 
worried. She had a presentiment that her 
husband might have come to some harm in 
_ blind and more or less help-6ss condl- 
tion. 

It has been learned that Loomliller re- 
turned to Hazleton on the evening train,ar- 
riving before 9 o’clock. After the train left 
Loomiller started up the track, which was 
the direction he always took when going 
from the depot to his home, with his fath- 
er-in-law, William Thorne. A man named 
Martin Hobbs walked about a block up 
the track with Loomiller and they separ- 
ated. So far as is known at present, the 
blind man was not seen again alive. 

it is the current belief that Loomiller 
must have missed his way in trying to 
reach home. He had no reason go far as 
is known for not going there direct. 

Mrs. Loomiller was unable to say whether 
or not her husband had any considerable 
sum of money in his possession, but was 
certain he had some. In regard to the re- 
volver, Mrs. Loomiller could not say 
whether it belonged to her husband or not. 
She said her husband owned a revolver, but 
she didn't know the size or kind of it. She 


|didn’t know whether he had carried it with 
| him when he left home or not. 


These points 
are being investigated. 

Even ir it is snuwn that the revolver be- 
longed to the man who was killed, that 
would not be sufficient to establish the 
suicide theory, as it {s hardly probable that 
anyone would blow his own brains out and 
then throw the deadly weapon six or eight 
feet away from him. 

The dead man was about 50 years of age 
and leaves a wife. but no family. He was 
generally known about town and was liked 
by everyone. Although blind, he was able 
to get about with very little trouble and he 
frequently made trips to Princeton unac- 
companied. | 

Loomiller owned considerable real estate 
out West and had accumulated an inde- 
pendent fortune tn snecuiations. 

Loomiller had developed his remaining 
senses to an extraordinary extent. His sense 
of touch was marvelous. It seemed he 
could almost see with his hands. When he 
lived in Illinois he went about the country. 
to Liberty, and even to Quincy, 26 miles 
away, unattended, transacted business, 
counted out paper money, going about the 
streets in Quincy, and taking the stage 
coach back to his home. 


Blind Man

OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 16.—One of the 
most important conventions in the history 
of Canada has been held here at the call 
of the governor-general to discuss measures 
for the prevention of tuberculosis. Eminent 
members of the medical profession from ev- 
ery province of the dominion came to take 
part in the proceedings. 

Lord Minto opened the conference. Asso- 


ciated with him were James Grant, chair- 
man; Sir William Hingston, M. D., Mon- 
treal; Dr. Borden, minister of militia; Mr. 
Fisher, minister of agriculture; Dr. Rod- 
dick, member of Parllament and other 
prominent Canadians. — 

The governor-general said he had called 
the convention to devise means for com- 
bating the ravages of ‘he common enemy. 
He was told that 10 years ago the annual 
deaths from consumption in Ontario were 
2400; in 1899 they were 3405; from 1887 to 
1898 they amounted to 31,699. He believed 
the annual estimate now of deaths from 
the same cause in the whole dominion is 
between 7000 and 8000. Addresses were deliv- 
ered by many delegates and some old pre- 
vailing theories regarding cqnsumption 
were shattered.

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isfactorily. 

We all know who shall and does decide 
when theatrical critics disagree. It is the 
public, and oftentimes, too, when all the 
critics agree the public is of a different 
mind, as many managers can testify. It is 
@ common saying that it is not always the 
show that gets the good notices that does 
the’ business, although the average writer 
of things theatrical usually writes of a play 
just as it strikes him. 

And right now the New York public is 
passing on one of Clyde Fitch's works on 
which the critics disagree more than on any 
production that has visited New York this 
seagon. This play is ‘Lovers’ Lane.” I im- 
agine after reading them all that this from 
the Dramati¢ Mirror just about explains it: 

“* *Lovers’ Lane’ is not a good play. Its 
characters are caricatures, not types; its 
plot is disjointed; its sentiment mawkish 
and its humor reminiscent. But it is very 
well played. The cast has been carefully 
selected, and it presents several persons 
op interpretations are highly success- 


Good actors often make a pleasant even- 
ing’s entertainment out of a play which in 
itself amounts to little, while poor actors 
will spoil the best play ever written. I often 
think that many failures are recorded which

His wounds were dressed by a physician 
who found him suffering from a _ broken 
nose, a fractured cheek and several bad 
cuts about the face and head. No weapons 
of any kind were found on Miller's per- 
s0n. The body of the dead man was 
brought to Braymer and an inquest held 
late this evening, the result of which has 
not been learned. Miller is’ a young man 
and lived’ with his father. He was nower- 
fully bullt and had the renutation of being 
a good man in a fieht. Barrons’ story of 
the killing is generally believed.

embodied in his character 

and exemplified in his ca- 
reer those American principles of 
liberty and equality in which our 
government had its origin. He had 
more to do with the formation of 
the constitution than our affection 
and veneration for his personal at- 
tributes usually allow to be made 
prominent. 

The study of his life is valuable, 
not only because it impresses us 
with the beauty of moral virtues and 
with examples of sublime accom- 
plishment, but because it portrays 
the highest possible public service. 
He furnishes us with a criterion by 
which we may judge of all present 
and future leaders of the people. 

Of course, at the dawn of the re- 
public, before the formation of par- 
ties with well-defined lines and dis- 
tinct characteristics, it was not 
only natural but inevitable that the 
personality of Washington, which 
drew to itself the gratitude and lov- 
ing confidence of the newly organ- 
ized nation, should dominate the po- 
litical situation. But parties, as 
necessary accompaniments to’ our 
scheme of government, were speed- 
ily.organized. Their natural ‘ten- 
dency was toward a large diminu- 
tion of the influence of great  per- 
sonalities as a commanding politi- 
cal factor, and party organizations 
instead became to a great extent the 
depositories of the people's political 
will and the agents of their political 
power. 

This does not mean that their del- 
egation of power is irrevocable. On 
the contrary, party leadership must 
be obedient, not dictatorial, public 
spir ited, not venal, in the fulfillment 
of the duties with which it is 
charged. The safest political situa- 
tion is brought about when the peo- 
ple are exceedingly watchful of the 
agents they thus create; and when 
they sternly demand a faithful dis- 
charge of the obligation of party or- 
ganization. 

No one has more faith than I in 
the American people. At their worst 
they are but careless; but careless- 
ness, when persisted in, may lead to 
far-reaching conse-

Though at first Miss Cary re- 
minded him too painfully of the “Lowland 
‘Beauty’ who had rejected him, and made 
him iong, as he said, to ‘‘bury that chaste 
‘ and troublesome passion in oblivion,’ he 
finally succumbed to the new attraction and 
the affair with Miss Cary continued for sev- 
eral years. , 

Gallant youth though he was, Washing- 
ton did not always find favor with the maid- 
ens to whose charms he was so promptly 
susceptible. 

There was, for example, a Miss Betsy 

Fauntleroy of Richmond, with whom, in 
1752, Washington fell ardently in love, but 
whom he in vain besought to revoke her 
“former cruel sentence.”’ 
But all this was the mere apprenticesh!p 
© at love—a preliminary schooling in the world 
of women. The lively Sallies and Betsies 
who coquetted with Washington at 14 left 
no permanent scar. Susceptible as he was, 
‘ he never yielded the whole of his generous 
heart until one February day in 1756, when 
the handsomest young officer in America 
met and loved the most brilliant and beau- 
tiful young woman of her time, There was 
nobody in the New York of those days who 
did not know. of Mary Phillipse, the cele- 
brated beauty and wit anJ heiress—the 
queen of her little world. 


When Col. George Washington, that lithe, 
impressive figure, handsomely mounted and 
_accoutred, with.the inspiring . conscious- 
ness that his fame had preceded him, rode 
proudly into New York, there was propably 
not a human being he would have been 
more glad to impress favorably than Mary 
Phillipse.

- He would have been, in any case, for they 
made much of the young soldier at this 
time, but, as it happened, he knew well the 
girl's brother-in-law, Beverley Robinson. 
The young colone] had no _ confidantes. 
There is no record that he rushed distract- 
edly about begging for aid or counsel in the 
moet difficult slege he was ever to attempt. 
Perhaps it would have been as well if he 
had, for the issue hardly justified the proud 
reserve which Washington, as a colonel, 
felt obliged to infuse into his love-making. 
Scores had already paid .their court to this 
black-eyed young beauty before the young 
‘man who felt that the reputation of Vir- 
ginia lay with him to sustain did his best to 
melt Miss Phillipse’s coquettish charm into 
Fomething resembling his own sentiment. 
Nobody wondered, for the fact was per- 
fectly evident that Washington loved Mary 
Phillipse—that noble-looking girl, with her 
exquisite round contours, brilliant color, 
and the fire of an untamed spirit burning in 
. ber eyes. 
What did seem strange was the calm im- 
partiality with which the spoiled beauty 
classed Washington with a score of other 
admirers. 
For he was the very picture, at this time, 
of the gallant that maidens love, with his 


_ pale, aquiline face and military figure set 


off by a uniform of buff and blue, with a 
white and scarlet cloak over his shoulders 
and a sword knot of red and gold. His 
. horses’ London-made trappings were a mar- 
vel of magnificence, while beside him there 
usually rede two aldes, dressed in buff and 
biue. Behind were the colonel's servants, 
dressed in the Washington colors of white 
and ecarict and wearing hats laced with 
Silver. 


A pretty bit of pageantry and a brave 
knight in whose honor it was! 

Thi. much admitted Mary Phillipse when 
the butf-and-blue colonel sought her one 
day in the great gardens of the Phillipse 
Manor just as the spring winds were coax- 
ing the orchard into bloom and told her the 
old story with such brave, manly honesty 
that it seemed like new. 


But the unfortunate part of this pretty 
story is that it has no ending. 

Washington summoned his aides and ser- 
vamits and‘rode back South one day, and if 
Mary Phillipse ever had any regrets she 

Was wise enough not to confide them. 
But deeply wounded though he was. the 
colonel's heart did not break. Instead he 
’ k@pt it sound and tnviolate until he came 
to *urrender it finally, some two years later 
on, to the lady whom he wooed with such 
ardent swiftness—Mrs. Martha Custis.

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THE HUMAN SIDE 
- OF WASHINGTON 


By Frank G. Carpenter. . 


HE humanity. of Washington has 
been torn from him by his blograph- 
ers and he is described as having 

more the qualities of a god than a man. 
The truth is that, with all his greatness, 
he had his weaknesses, 

In his private letters the word ‘‘fashion- 
able’’ ts found more than 100 times by ac- 
tual count, and he was more particular 
about the cut of his clothes than a Broad- 
Way dude, 

He was fond of fine horses, and he once 
whipped a stable boy for not grooming his 
horse properly. 

He had a pair of white horses to go with a 
cream-colored coach which he drove, and 
the hoofs of these horses had to be black- 
ened every morning and their teeth washed 
and picked dally. He, worse false teeth 
during his latter yearg# and the identical 
teeth that he used are, I am told, in the 
hands of a dentist of Baltimore. 

He was fond of good living and paid es- 
pecial attention to his own domestic ar- 
rangements. At one time his steward 
bought the first shad of the season and 
paid $3 for it. Washington was delighted 
with it when it came on the table, but be- 
fore he carved it he asked what it cost. 

When the steward told him he raised his 
hands in holy horrror and said: ‘‘Take it 
away! Take it away! It shall not be said 
that I countenance such extravagance!” 

Washington was especially fond of cod- 
fish. 


He did not object to a good glass of wine 
and during his last days at Mount Vernon 
he was accustomed to drink five glasses of 
Madeira at dessert. 

I have never heard of his being drunk, but 
among the items of his election expenses, 
when he was chosen a member of the House 
of Burgesses of Virginia, there is a hogs- 
head and a barrel of whisky, 35 gallons of 
wine and 43 gallons of beer. 

There is a magnificent collection of Wash- 
ington relics in the National Museum, and 
among these there is a punchbowl] which 
would hold fullv eight quarts. 

He was 6 feet 2, as straight as an Indlan, 
and weighed 210 when in his prime. He 
wore No. ll shoes and Lafayette says that 
his hands were the biggest he ever saw. 
He had a broad chest, but not a full one, 
and during his last days was troubled With 
a cough. 


His looks did not improve with age. His 


false teeth did not fit well and they pushed 


out his lower lip. He had eyes of cold 
light grayish blue, which could look stern 
and angry upon occasion and which seldom 
smiled. He was as wide at the hips as at 
the shoulders and kept his straightness of 
stature to the last. 

His nose was rather thick, but I have 
heard that it had a blossom on it. He 
shaved himself, but he had a servant to 
comb and tie his hair. He liked the theater. 
was fond of dancing and his wife and adopt- 
ed daughter were not averse to going to 
the horse races. 
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FAMOUS VALLEY FORGE AS 


T Valley Forge, the Washington Inn 
and a number of dwelling houses are 
to be sold at auction at the end of 

the month. These gales close a long chap- 
ter of the declirie in the history of the pic- 


turesque old village, and the friends of the 
place hope that the new chapter soon to be- 
gin will be one of prosperity. 

To the lover of old and picturesque things 
Valley Forge speaks. There are three mills 
long since deserted, falling into ruins. There 
are rows of deserted houses. In a clump of 
bushes some broken boats lie. 

Two or three acres make a space sufficient 
to hold all that, to hold also the hotel, the 
two gray, empty streets and the “for sale 
or rent” signs of this, tiny village. The 
place ia steeped in an atmosphere sooth- 
ingly calm and still. 

Nature haa been very kind to Valley 
Forge. She shows her utmost beauty in the 
village. The airs that blow through it are 
clear and pure. The sky seems bluer there 
than elaewhere. A noble forest arises upon 
one side, and on the other flows the Schuy!- 
kill, a blue stream, winding between green 
banks. 

Many years ago, before Valiey Forge had 
either name or being, certain adventurous

' TASTES AND HABITS 

ASHINGTON, at the age of 31, de- 

W seribed his own size as follows, in 

orderings of clothes: “Six 
feet high, proportionately made; if anything 
rather siender than thick for a person of 
that height, with long arms and 
thichs.” 

Washington's tastes and habits are most 

his cash books, 
is recorded-every expenditure be- 
tween 1754 and 1775. Here it is learned that: 

He spent much on fine clothes, ribbons, 
fancy buckles, powder bags, silk stockings, 
etc. 

His laundry bills were very large. 

The sums spent for combs, hair brushes, 
toilet soaps and shaving outfits were very 
considerable, as was also his outlay for shoe 
brushes and blacking. 

He had a decided taste for the drama. 
There is frequent record of sums spent for 
theater tickets. 

He also enjoyed cards and billiards. It 
was his habit to play for small stakes and 
to keep an exact account of his gains and 
losses. His losses overbalanced his gains. 

He was a patron of the race track and 
subscribed each year to the purse for its 
support. 

He usually attended the races and bet 
moderately, keeping the same strict ac- 
count of his gains and losses. 

He took frequent chances in raffles. 

He gave a great dea! of money to charity, 
to soldiers wounded or destitute, to sailors 
and often to widows and begging women. 
He gave jjiberally to his mother in money 
and valuable presents and made presents 
to his relatives. 

For his own table he bought Madeira 
wine in butts and pipes, or claret by the 
box, ale and brardy in kegs. Twice before 
his marriage he was so ill as to employ a 
nurse, 

Hie was more of a reader than gencrally 
supposed, especially on agriculture, war, 
historv. politics and travels. 

He bought a ring in Philadelphia in 1758. 
A’ few weeks later he is at Mrs. Custis’ with 
his liberal ‘‘tips’’ to her domestics, all faith- 
fully recorded. The purpose of the ring may 
be inferred. 

He contributed liberally to improvement 
of roads and waterways, the building of 
bridgés and ferries, etc. 

He often ‘‘treated the crowd"’ when stop- 
ping at.a public house with a party of gen- 
tlemen, always recording in his cash book 
the amount expended. 

He had defective teeth and frequently vis- 
ited. the dentist's, 

He was a considerate master to his serv- 
ants, had them well clad, housed and fed. 
When ill they were attended by physicians 
from Washington employed by the year for 
ibat purpose, and had two rooms reserved 
as a hospital. ' 

ne gave them Christmas money and g fts 
and allowed them holidays to visit the 
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races. 


ard began to till the soil. These were the 
families of the Potts, the Browns, the 
Stephers, the Jlavards, the Matsons, the 
Moores, the Morrises and the Wi kinsons.

WASHINGTON’S FACE 
CLOSELY DEPICTED. 
iiEk key to George Washington's char- 
cf acter is fuund in his large, well-pro- 
portioned nose and firm, powerful 
chin. The nose is not a pure Roman, of 
the Duke ‘of Wellington type, which has 
been called from the time of Plato, at 

least, the conqueror's nose. 

It has not the bump on the bridge which 
is the symtol of aggressiveness. Neither 
is it a Greek nose, though it has the Greek 
Straight !ine from the root to the tip. 

It shows tremendous strength and re- 
Serve power in the width across the nos- 
trils, I should call it a compound of the 
Roman, Greek and the cogitative nose. 

In length it fills the one-third required 
for a face where all the features are in 
harmony. Alexander and Napoleon had 
the same type of nose. None of them rep- 
resents the nose symbolic of the warrior, 
which has the bump on the bridge which 
the ancients gave always to Jupiter. 

The chin and lower cheek are those of 
the man of probity. The length of the 
lower jaw and firm line of the lips show 
tenacity, resolution, perseverance and the 
ability to govern others. It is the execu- 
tive chin and the fact that the lower jaw 
slightly projects indicates, with the other 
strong features, great power to resist. 

The man with this chin, unless the other 
features are abnormally weak, is he who 
shrinks from no undertaking if he believes 
it right. He is not apt to underestimate 
difficulties, but proceeds to overcome them. 

The mouth shows great self-respect and 
dignity. 

The eyes are long and the tids widely ex- 
panded, denoting jnsight and character of 
purpose. The portraits I am examining 
were all taken late in life, after the eyes 
had undoubtedly narrowed, as they always 
do with vears, particularly in the intro- 
spective subject. The gaze is calm, dispas- 
sionate and very kind. 

Washington's eyebrows are those of the 
temperament known as motive. This tem- 
perament gives great bodily strength, ca- 
pacity for work and deep affection. The 
shape of the face is a compound of the ob- 
long and pyrifarm, implying a strongly 
marked character, vigorous and very firm. 

Of the philosophic type, Washington's 
hand was long, angular, with bony fingers, 
developed or knotty joints and long finger 
nails. The man with this hand is a stu- 
dent; he maxes a study of humanity. The 
fingers are a combination of the square and 
conics and indicate religious inclinations, 
conscientiousness and a disposition to look 


‘upon life with solemnity. 


The thumb is long, well developed in both 
joints, showing logic and strength of will. 
The width between the thumb and first fin- 
ger indicates grasp of affairs. 

The narrow molded center, or waist, of 
the second phalange signifies tact. The 
long fingers give love of detail. Long-fin- 
gered men ure always particular about 
dress. The wide space between the fingers 
shows independence of thought. The length 
of the third finger is symbolic of a well- 
restrained desire for glory. 

Washington's hand was extremely large.

Caleb Jones. They made flour in it until 
1865, when Isalah Knauer bought it and

Last Toast as a ‘'Public Man,” 


On March 38, 1797, the day before retiring 
from office, Washington gave a dinner to 
President-elect Adams, at which he chaffed 
the new President on entering servituie, 
and in especially good humor raised his 
glass and said: 

“Ladies and gentlemen, this is the last 
time I shall drink your health as a public 
man. I do it with all sincerity, wishing 
ycu a)! possible happiness.”’ 

The effect was not enlivening. 


ls This Washington’s Pun? 

He was not above a pun. Col. Lear was 
suffering from rheumatism in his feet, and 
Washington wrote to Lear's doctor: “It 
would be well for him (Lear) to remain in 
Washington as long as he could derive 
benefit to his understanding from your 
friendly prescriptions.” 

The general was once thrown by a horse. 
He seemed not to regret the hurt, but mere- 
ly the fact of falling. As soon as he got 
up he began to explain why he fell. 

“Iam not hurt,” said he. “I have had 
a very complete tumble owing to @ cause no 
horsemen could well avoid.

A Perfect Fox Chase. 


Washington was a great fox hunter be~ 
fore the war, and it is reported that while 
under fierce fire at Princeton, seeing the 
enemy in full retreat down the hill, he put 
spurs to his horse, and, uttering the view 
halloo of the Fairfax Hunt, sprang over 4 
stone wall, crying exultingly, “A perfect 
fox chase!”

Washington was a great horseman. 14 
fayette once said of him: “Our beloved 
chief, mounted on a splendjd charger, rode 
along the ranks at Monmouth amid the 
shouts of the soldiers, and I thought I had 
never seen 80 superb a man.” 

Jefferson, too, once said of him: ‘lle 
was the beat horseman of his age and the 
most graceful figure that could be seen on 
horseback.”’ 

Curtis says: ‘Washington required of 
a horse but one good quality, and that was 
to go along. He ridiculed the idea that he 
could be unhorsed, provided the anima! 
kept on his legs.”’

ing extensive notes of what he read. He 
was a fine horseman and knew a good 
horse, as every Virginian of that day was 
bound to know. His pastimes were fox 
hunting. playing cards with the ministers 
of his church and breeding hunting dogs, 
of which he had a goodly number and knew 
each one by name. A hoarse race appealed 
strongly to him and a visit to the capital 
gave him the best soctety the colony could 


afford. 
The father of Washington died when the 


boy was tuo young to have been influenced 
by his advice or example, and the mother, 
though of strong characteristics, coulé con- 


tribute little to his education or practical 
training. That a midshipman'’s commis- 
sion was offered and considered is well 
known and the restless ambition of a buoy 
led him to wish for a sea career. The ob- 
jections of his mother had weight, and it 
was on land, in the hard service of defend- 
ing the frontier of Virginia, that his young 
activities were trimmed into that sedate 
gravity which clung to h'm through life. 
In the backwoods he learned how to en- 
force discipline among a rough company of 
raw soldiers, taught himself the hard les- 
con of providing against dangers with in- 
adequate force and supplies. 

The two years of schooling enjoyed by 
Washington were only sufficient to give 
him a taste for mathematics. The manage- 
ment of his mother’s plantation brought 
home to him the necessity of understanding 
the ordinary forms of legal procedure. The 
land questions continually arising in a 
newly settled country turned him to the 
study of surveying. Hence it is that among 
the earliest manuscript records of Washing- 
ton now existing are to be found his copies 
of legal forms, exercises in surveying and 
carefully prepared accounts of his income 
and outgo. To the end of his life his led- 
gers were kept scrupulously and most 
minutely, and each year’s economy may be 
told from these records, valuable not only 
for their personal interest, but also for the 
history cf a Virginia p!antation which they 
embody. 

His first employment was the care of 
his mofher’s plantation, and he there laid 
the foundation of methods which were later 
applied to the management of Mount Ver- 
non—a management that was as successful 
as could be shown in any part of Virginia 
at that time. He knew what each slave 
was worth in the domestic economy, and 
he closely watched possible advantages 
to be obtained from public franchises. 
When his interest in a ferry was threatened 
he called for aid from his half-brother, 
Lawrence, then in the House of Burgesses. 
The appeal, a bit of legitimate lobbying, 
is one of the earliest known letters of 
Washington. 

Shortly after this incident Washington 
went to live with Lawrence at Mount Ver- 
non, where he amused himself by making 
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lege. It was a very young man who was 
sent by Dinwiddie to the French interlop- 
ers on the Ohio. to demand a full recogni- 
tion of the English claims. When war ap- 
peared inevitable—a war arising out of Eu- 
ropean differences which were In the end 
determined in America—it wes this young 
messenger who was placed in command. 
Youth alone could not have attracted such 
responsible employments had it not been 
associated with balance of judgment, per- 
sistence under defeat and a power to 
awaken confidence in his followers, 


A crushing# gnd from some points of 
view a disgraceful, defeat was the frst 
result. It was as a volunteer aid he served 
under Braddock and received that baptism 
of fire which extorted a sneer of praise 
from the King. Political favoritism gave 
him a secondary place in the new forces 
raised for frontier defense, but the very 
qualities that made him so great a leader 
of the continental army were developed in 
this period of temporary eclipse, when his 
pride was smarting under supposed neg- 
lect and he was reduced to the ordinary 
routine of a military outpost in a wilder- 
ness. He was restive under fancied disre- 
gard of his suggestions and pictured neg- 
lect of rank and dignity where he was to 
blame rather than the governor. Under 
the royal officers who took Duquesne he 
had an experience in regular service which 
was of highest moment when Jager he as- 
sumed the task of fusing into “one conti- 
nental army and differing regiments from 
Separated and mutually jealous colonies. 


He was now master of Mount Vernon, a 
member of the House of Burgesses and a 
married man. His period of education was 
over, and after a few years of home life 
he was called into a public service which 
continued with but two intervals of rest 
until his death. The boy of a few years 
who gravely enters into his first account 
box, in a writing but little resembling that 
of later years, the few pence he wins from 
his brothers at “loo” is the same man who 
enters the few pounds borrowed of him by 
his mother. The youthful surveyor who 
practiced his calling on fish ponds and mud- 
dy creeks is the same man who drew the 
lines of the independent United States. The 
inexperienced ‘“‘major’’ who surrendered to 
the French at Fort Necessity, and in so 
doing unwittingly admitted himself to have 
been guilty of “assassination,” is the same 
man who saw the English evacuate New 
York and abandon the new power of the 
United States to a career such as the world 
has never seen. The same sensitiveness to 
criticism which led the young colonel to 
resent a dispute of his rank and to feel 
keenly the supposed hostility of the royal ” 
governor Is the same man who winced un- 
der the unwarranted aspersions of the Con- 
tinental Congress, the cabal of Gates and 
Conway and the cowardly flings of Bache 
and Duane and of the extreme French 
party during his presidency. The influences 
which made Washington are few in number 
but potent in force, but after all Washing- 
ton was—Washington, a viddle aifficult to 
explain in a satisfactory manner.

We have one case where two couples liv- 
ing in adjoining houses have adopted cnil- 
dren, but neither couple knows the other's 
child came from Bethesda. 

All of the 105 children we have here 
are under three years of age, except one. 
A majority of couples wishing to adopt 
children take them when they are very 
young, sometimes only a few days, and of- 
ten when but a few wecks of age. Such 
children never know they were once in the 
cribs at Bethesda Home unless their foster 
parents tell them of it. We have several 
children who were adopted here and now 
come to Bethesda and play with our chil- 
dren.

We have with us the unfortu- 
nate, the lame and the mentally dwarfed, 
and they remain with us after the wine 
nowing. The people who take our babies 
love them, I am sure. I even belfeve they 
love them more than most children are 
loved by their own parents.

E have 149 children at St. Ann's, 
W and adoptions of our children num- 
ber from twelve to fifteen every 
year. We have many more boys ‘than 
girls but there is much more demand for 
girls. I do not know why this is so unless 
it is because the childless wife believes a 
daughter would be more companionable 
than a son. 


Many of the people who come here to see 
our children with a view to adopting them 
look for resemblance to themselves in the 
child. A couple who are blondes, for in- 
stance, will always most invariably want to 
adopt a child who is also a blond. 

We have children of all nationalities, 
and the men and women who come here to 
adopt children are representatives of as 


many nationalities as the children. The He- © 


brew is least represented among those who 
come to us for children. , 


I do not know that I have noticed that 
people want blue-eyed children in prefer- 
ence to those with dark eyes, though I 
would not be surprised to know it is true. 
The blue-eyed baby, with golden hair, is 
eo often a pretty child, and people nat- 
urally like pretty children. Often, too, 
the children will direct favor to themscives 
by indicating an interest in visitors who 
come here. For Instance, if a couple come 
here and ask to see some of the children 
we have fot adoption, we bring several of 
them in. If one of the children seems 
drawn to the visitors and goes to .them 
with an air of confidence in them it is 
very likely to result-in the choice of the 
child indicating this Interest and confidence 
in the visitors. ; 


\We do not send our children out for adop- 
tion under three years of age, and we never 
have a creat many who can be given to 
people who want them. Just now wo have 
quite a lot of boys. The girls for adoption 
have been taken almost as fast as we have 
had them ready. We could find many 
homes for little girls of good heatth and 
brizht looks,

Women are more addicted to the 
coffee habit than men. In persons not -ha- 
bitual users of coffee the excessive use of 
coffee may be followed by symptoms which 
are almost like those of delirium tremens,”* 

Dr. Norman Bridge of Chicago says: 

“Coffee drinking is a frequent cause of 
disease, as shown by the full reports of 
seven cases which recovered after the use 
of coffee was discontioued. Dr. Lesynsky 
holds that the abuse of coffee by trained 
nurses and literary persons in order to 
bring about artificial wakefulness insid- 
iously if not rapidly leads to various de- 
grees of exhaustion of the cerebro-spinal 
centers. It is on children that coffee has the 
most injurious effects. It produces a cer- 
tain intellectual precoecity in children 
through overstimulation, and in some cases 
arrests development 

“I know of two cases where coffee had a 
decidedly bad effect on children. One of 
then came under my own observation, It 
was that of a boy 10 years old, who ate a 
quarter of an ounce of coffee beans at one 
time. I was called to attend him. The #ymp- 
toms were those of active delirium. The 
youngster’s pupils were widely dilated and 
there were visual and oral delusions every 
five or six mffiutes, the pulee rate went up 
to 200 a minute and there were twitchings 
of the facial muscles and of the feet and

M. Figeau's method did not meet wigh 
success. Some of hie patients succumbed to

Dr. Kime of Fort Dodge, Ie., has devised 
a method of treating cancer by sunlight. 
In fact, his experime nts have extended to 
other forms of disease. 

By means of a large reflecting mirror he 


; drives the actinic or chemical rays of the 


four lines, no more and no less, illustrated. 

When a collector belongs “to a card ex- 
change he is in a much better position to 
get hold of different kinds of cards than 
otherwise. ror example, J am in commu- 
nication with about 200 people whom I have 
never seen, and from all of them I receive 
cards, some of them addressed to me and 
others sent in packages. In return I send 
them cards from St. Louis, In this man- 
ner I have received cards from many for- 
eign countries, even including Egypt and 
Turkey, 

This reminds me of the fact that the pub- 
lication of souvenir post cards has been 
prohibited in Turkey. So many of them 
were sent out bearing pictures of natives 
and native scenes—a thing which the gov- 
ernment considered bad policy—that the 
Sultan forbade roore to be issued.

sun through the body. Dr. Kime even found 
it pogsible to take photographs through the 
human body, but this had Iitt!le to do with 
the curative properties of the method, a 
sort of gentle broiling. 

Somewhat on the same order as the Kime 
method are baths given in electric light. 
The patient is placed in a room in which 
are hundreds of eiectric bulbs. The sides of 
ne walis, the cellings and even the tlcors 
are covered by lights. 

The patient is stripved, and when the 
e.ectricity is turned on he finds himself in 
a sea of light in which he literally bathes. 
ahe eyes are protected from the strong et- 
fulgence. 

After one’s body has bathed for half an 
hour in electric light it is said to tingle ail 
over. The blood rushes more freely through 
the veins and the circulation is improved 
if it were previously out of order. 

For various forma of hysteria the “shock- 
ing’ system has been Introduced. A hyster- 
ical patient is brought to a doctor who be- 
lieves In this cure, and suddenly, on the 
first appearance of hysterical symptom-, 
the patient is startied, either by a sudden 
apparition of some sort or by a loud, star- 
tiling noise, 


This “surprise method has cured many 
persons net cn y of hj seria but of deafness 
and stuttering. EK plilepticse who were #up- 
posed to be chronically affitcted have been 
permanent!y cured In one treatment. This 
practice was first introduced by Dr’ Bol- 
giano, a Milanese practitioner, who lged 
carly in the nineteentaA century. 

it was discontinued owing to heart fall- 
ure of some of his patients asa result of 
sudden surprise, but in recent years In Ber- 
lin the method has been revived. 

Before the patient ts shocked careful ¢x- 
amination of the beart is made to ascer- 
tain if he be free from lesions of any sort.

If the heart be weak the patient is treated 
in the ordinary way. 

In ‘shocking’ a patient Inte health many 
strange devices are resorted to. For in- 
stance, one doctor had a hidden trap open- 
ing over a large tank of water. The hye 
terical patient was suddenly dropped into 
this tank without warning. Many cures 
were effected by this means, which ‘Is com- 
paratively mild; other doctors have had 
weapons fired off over the patient's head, 
and frights have been given in various 
ways, according to the ingenulty of the 
practitioner and the susceptibility of the 
patient.

Years, According 


Catholic Church, 


Would Take Many 
to the Rules of the 
and at Least 50 


Years Would Follow Than Be- 
fore She Would Become 
| a Saint. 


ILL any Catholic now on earth 
live to see the time when a na- 
tive of the United States will 
be honored with a place in the calendar of 
the saints?’ This question is being asked 
by churchmen in all parts of the country. 

It is prompted by the announcement that 
a movement is under way to bring about 
the canonization of Mother Elizabeth Ann 
Seton, the founder of the order of the Bis- 
ters of Charity tn the United States. 

The statement has a simple sound. It 
implies that somebody is going to do some- 
thing: perform an easy act. But the pro- 
cess wil] be long and devious, and years, 
even generations, must be consumed in its 
fulfillment. It will require, at the least 
count, 92 years and 8 months. 

Before this distinguished American re- 
ligeuse can be made a saint she must be 
declared “‘blessed.”"’ The first steps toward 
this end are now being taken. 

If the necessary investigations and hear- 
ings are hurried forward with all possible 
haste Mother Seton cannot possibly be de- 
clared “blessed'’ within” 16 years and 4 
months. This would make the time of the 
ceremony June, 1917. 

It is possible that the Roman congrega- 
tion may defer the beatification 10 years 
longer, which would extend the time to 
1927. 

Then only the first step toward canonl- 
zation will have been taken. Even a mo- 
tion cannot be made in that direction until 
there is convineing proof that at least two 
miracles have been performed by Mother 
Seton's intercession subsequent to her bea- 
tification. 

Canonization is seldom asked for within 
50 years after the candidate has been offi- 
cially called ‘“‘blessed.’’ Then all the for- 
malities which attended beatification must 
be repeated, 

There is qa wide gulf between beatifica- 
tion and sainthood. If Mother Seton !s 
beatified she may not be honored with that 
title in all parts of the world, but only in 
the United States, and possibly only in the 


heuses of the order which she founded in 
this country. 

It is in the province of the Pope to place 
such limits as he sees fit on the beatifica- 
tion. Thus he may order that the image or 
picture of “Blessed Elizabeth Ann Seton" 
may be displayed only in the schools and 
convents of the Sisters of Charity. 

Members of the faithful within the dis- 
trict to which the beatification extends may 
petition the blessed for spiritual or tem- 
poral favors, but no masses may be said in 
her honor. 

In considering a petition to make her a 
saint only miracles wrought in the district 
to which her beatification applied will be 
considered. 

What beatificaticn is is thus defined by 
authorities of the Catholic church. 

“The act of declaring a person or persons 
deceased, whose virtues have been proved 
by sufficient testimony and whose power 
with God has been demonstrated by mira- 
cles, to be among the number of the 
blessed.”’ 


CANONIZATION 
TAKES 92 YEARS. 


E following steps must of necessity 
be taken in the process of declaring 
4a Mother Elizabeth Ann Seton a saint: 

1. The bishop of the diocese in which she 
died will appoint a commission of clergy- 
men whose duty it will be to report to him 
ag to the “cultus” of Mother Seton; that 
is, her general reputation for sanctity and 
devotion to the three cardinal virtues, 
Faith, Hope and Charity. They are aiso 
to find out whether there is a belief or a 
tradition that she performed miracles. This 
investigation is now under way. It will 
consume about a year. 

2. The bishop of the diocese will report 
the finding of the commission to the Ro- 
man See, which authorizies him to sce 
whether the investigation was properly 
conducted in accordance with the bull of 
Urban VIII regulating such investigations. 
This will involve giving all the evidence al- 
ready collected. This will require another 
year. 

%. The “Acts” or minutes of both investi- 
gations will be compiled, transcribed and 
Sent to the secretary of the Congregation 
of Rites at Rome. Time to be consumed, 
six months. 

4. The bishop will appoint a committee 
of postulators, consisting of two or more 
distinguished clergyment or members of the 
erder of which Mother Seton was: the 
founder. These postulators will draw up 
@ petition to the Congregation asking for 
the beatification of Mother Seton. The pe- 
titten will be forwarded to the bishop, who 
will have the signatures certified to and 
forward the document to the Congregation 
at Rome.

The Congregation at its next regular 
meeting will declare the case open. This 
ia usually done within two months.

NE of the most important eclipses 
OC) of the new century, because of the 
long duration of totality, six min- 
utes and 26 seconds, takes place on May 
17. Unfortunately it will not be visible in 
this part of the world, or in Europe, for only 
a little of the pathway of darkness crosses 
land. “ 

Sumatra, Borneo and New Guinea are the 
only available spots on land from which ihe 
eclipse can be observed. 

The most favorable positions are in Su- 
matra, and many observers are already 
making arrangements to locate upon that 
island, The Royal Naturalist Society in 
the Dutch Indies has issued a pamphlet giv- 
ing information for observing parties, with 
regard to the weather conditions aiong the 
track of the moon's shadow. Owing tv lo- 
cal conditions the most suitable part of the 
Malay Archipelago will be the west coast 
of Sumatra. 

Padang is a large commercial seaport 
about the middle of the west coast, and is 
the residence of the governor. Dutch steam- 
ers call at Padang every week, and a rail- 
way connects it with Solok, 1500 feet above 
sea level, which has a telegraph office and 
a small hotel. 

There are other places in the various sur- 
rounding groups of islands, more or less

The members of the expedition are ‘vo sail 
on the transport Sheridan from San Fran- 
cisco sometime between now and Feb. 26. 

The Sheridan will go to Manila, and from 
that point a man-of-war will convey the 
party to Padang. They will then travel 
inland to Solok, which is in latitude 50 min- 
utes south, reaching there by means of the 
railroad already mentioned. S6lok is not 
on the central line of totality, being some 
20 miles from it. Nevertheless, the duration 
of totality will be oniy one-half a minute 
Shorter than on the central line. In fact, 
totality at Solok will last five minutes and 
52 seconds, which is unusually long. The 
eclipse will take place a few minutes after 
noon at Solok, which will be about midnight 
of the 17th in the United States. 

The government eclipse expedition is un- 
der the direction of Prof. A. N. Skinner of 
the United States Naval Observatory, 
Washington, D. C., and the party includes 
Prof. E. E. Barnard of the Yerkes Obser- 
vatory; Dr. S. A. Mitchell of the Columbia 
University; Dr. Humphreys of the Univer- 
sity of Virginia; Mr. Gilbert of Johns Hop- 
kins University, and Mr. L. E. Jewell and 
Mr. W. W. Dinwiddie of the United States 
Naval Observatory. 

These, with other astronomers who have 
joined the expedition, may be sent to differ- 
ent points in Sumatra along the line of to- 
tality, so as to lessen the chances of failure 
due to the intervention of cloudy weather 
during the eclipse. 

On their arrival at Padang the members 
of the expedition will become the guests of 
the Dutch government, which is also send- 
ing an exposition to Sumatra, under the di- 
rection of Prof. A. A. Nyland, director ef

Observatory, Leyden, Holland. 

These professors wili join the dA’nited 
States Naval Observatory party on their 
arrival at Padang.

She married William Seton, the son of @ 
prominent New York family, in 1900. Three 
years later her hueband died while they 
were making a tour of Italy. 

Mrs, Beton, born and reared an Episcopail- 
lan, was greatly impressed with the beauty 
of the Catholic religien during her stay ia 
Rome. 

Shortly after her return to New York she 
became a convert to the Catholic faith. 


Being a woman of brilliant education and 
lacking the means to support herself in the 
atmosphere of refinement in which she had 
been accustomed to live, she was advised by 
her friends, among them a xumber of 
churchmen, to open a seminary. 
with the assistance of two young women 
who volunteered to assist her, she founded 
such a ezhoo!l at Emmitsburg, Md. 

It was her desire to make her venture @ 
charitable one, but she lacked the necessary 
capital. 

While visiting the theological seminary at 
Baltimore she met Francis Cooper, a youtig 
man of wealth who was studying for the 
priesthood. Bhe told him of her desire to 
found a school for the children of the poor, 
and after prayer and supplication for 4i- 
vine guidance he agreed to furnish the 
funds necessary to carry out the project. 

Volunteers were not wanting to aid in 
the work. A year later, in 1808, Mrs. Seton 
and her proselytes first appeared in the 
garb which is now known all over the 
United States as the distinctive badge of 
the Sisters of Charity. 

In 1814 Mrs. Seton established an orphan 
asvyium in Philadelphia. In 1817 three simi- 
lar institutions were founded in New York. 

At the time of Mrs. Seton's death, Jan. 4, 
1821, twenty communities were in existence. 
There are now more than 300 with a total 
membership of nearly 5000.

all around it glows the glorious, indescrib- 
able corona. No painter ever wielded brush 
that could reproduce that matchless, silvery 
light.

UNIQUE FUND OF 
PRAIRIE DU ROCHER. 


HE village of Prairie du Rocher, IIL, 
4% has a fund that Is unique. This lit- 
tle town, which Is located In Ran- 
dolph County, a few miles northwest of 
Chester, not far from the Mississippi river, 
was founded tin 1722. 

What were long known as the “common 
flelds’ of Prairie du Rocher were granted 
to the village in 1730 by Jean Baptiste St. 
Therse, a nephew of Gov. Bolbraint, then 
the supreme power in the Territory of 
Louisiana. 

The early French settlers held the pos- 
session of their land in common. A tract 
of land was fixed upon for a common field, 
in which all the inhabitants were Interest- 
ed. To each villager was assigned a por- 
tion, the size depending upon the number of 
his family. 4 

Fixed times were assigned for plowing, 
sowing, harvesting and other agricultural 
operations. 

The land was usually granted to each 
villager in long, narrow strips, partly, it 
is said, from an old custom in France, and 
perhaps to ensure more efficlent protection 
against Indians or other foes while engaged 
in tue arduous work of tilling the ground. 

A fenre surrounded the whole inclosure, 
but the individual lots were not divided 


from each other. 


Beside the “common field” another tract 
| of land was laid off as the commons. All 
ithe villagers had free access to this as @ 
‘place of pasture for their stock. From 
i this they drew their supply of fuel. 

| In 1882 a portion of this land was leased 
|for 9% years, and a part of it was sold. 
‘rom these transactions several thousand 
| dollars was realized, and this fund is con- 
itrolled by a special committee of villagers, 
The money was loaned for a long term of 


| years to farmers in Randolph County at 


| interest payable annually, 

rom this source the village derives #®

In 
ninety-nine cases out of one hun- 

dred it will cure blackheads, You happen 
to be the one hundredth. You might try 
the more heroic treatment: Get an ounce of 
tincture of green soap from the druggist’s, 
apply a little to the face and let it remain 
on for a moment or two, and then wash it 
off with hot water. ; 
If the blackheads are stubborn the 
green soap at night, and after washing the 
soap away with hot water apply a little 
cold cream, or a skin food. Let the cream 
remain on the face all night. In the morn- 
ing repeat the process with the tincture 
of soap. Usually this will eradicate stub- 
born blackheads. As soon as you have once 
gotten rid of them, you should use the 
brush to prevent a return of the trouble. 


To Remove Pimples. 

MR. A.—Fossati cream is the remedy you 
Inquire about. I give you the formula: 

Fossati Cream—Lanoline, 5 grams; sweet almond 
oi], & grams; sulphur. precipitated, 5 grams; ox- 
ide of zinc, 2% grams; violet extract, 44 gram. 
Place the sulphur and zine first in the mortar, then 
add the almond oil. a little at a time upon a 
smooth paste is formed,next add lanoline and violet 
extract. Keep in ointment boxes. Apply a very 
little of the olnmtment to each pimple. Make the 
application at night and let the cream remain on 
until morning. Wash away with water and a pure 
hygienic soap. 


To Remove Discolorations.

since we want to be conservative, we speak 
only of hundreds of thousands, confessing 
our inability to say how many of them 
there are. 

When the ordinary mildness of our win- 
ters gives way to arctic rigors the crows 
continue their flight to still more southern 
roosts and the numbers at our roost Dbe- 
come greatly reduced and never reach 
their former magnitude, for the reason 
that the crows remain at their new winter 
quarters until the time has come when 
northward immigration begins in earnest, 
After the middle of February our roosts 
begin to thin out and by the end of March 
all the crows have departed for their sum- 
mer homes, which even the last of them 
have reached a month later, the crow being 
the first harbinger of spring in northern 
lands and one of the earliest breeders 
wherever it occurs, fresh eggs having been 
found in the Arctic Circle as early as May 5. 

When we visit the crow roost in the foreé- 
noon of 2. fine day we may not see a single 
crow. 

In gloomy weather the first crows appear 
at the roost early in the afternoon, and 
they are nearly all there at sunset; but on 
clear warm days they remain out longer, 
the majority arriving when the sun goes 
(lown, in several continuous streams, pour- 
ing in with hardly any intermission until 
dark. 

The first arrivais at the roost usually do 
not alight in the trees to whicn they resort 
later in the evening, but descend to the wa- 
ter’'s edge on the large sandbanks, which 
at this time of the year form along the 
eastern shore of the river and at the foot 
of the islands. There they quench their 
thirst and spend the time in social pleasure, 
walking about, picking up sand, shells and 
pebbles, all of which seem to help in diges- 
tion. 

At first only the rim along the water's 
euize may be fringed like a black border, but 
as the birds continue to arrive the sand 
becomes more and more dotted with black 
spots, and as night draws nearer an -im- 
mense area, a mile or more long, is black 
with them. 

but while the sandbank has thus been 
filliag un with incoming crows the willows 
bordering the sandbank on the east have 
also received their share of crows; large 


numbers are arriving now and alight direet- 
'ly in the willows without repairing to the 
sand. 

On clear, calm days they arrive often at 
considerable elevation until the river is ap- 
proached, when the descent is rapid, soar- 
ing, without wing beat, majestically down 
to the roost. In gloomy weather their 
course is lower, and when the wind ts high 
they follow every depression of the ground, 
seeking protection even from trees and 
buildings until they reach the river, which 
they cross low above the water. 

Unlike most other birds, who seek their 
night retreat in perfect silence, the crow 
is very noisy, and as their numbers at 


the roost swell, the din becomes so strong 
that it is easily heard a mile off, and it is 
kept up until all are settled down, which

If the cold becomes more intense and the 
river fills with ice we find them roosting on 
the icefields in front of the sandbank. The 
most vulnerable parts of a bird in regard 
to freezing are the feet and the cornea; 
the head is :.ucked away in the feathers of 
the back and the feet in those of the bel- 
Iv, shielded from the extreme cold of the 
air by the ice. Most of the crows go for 
less rigid climes farther down the river, 
when the cold becomes extreme, and. thus 
avoid the danger of losing life or limb by 
frost, but of those who dare to brave it 
many have been known to -perish, some 
lose toes, others their eyesight, as it has 
heen reported by R. Ridgway of Washing- 
ton, D. C., where a great roost exists in 
the National Cemetery at Arlington. 

There are many crow roosts known to 
ornithologists in the Atlantic and Middle 
states, as well as in the Mississippi Valley. 
Not all the roosts are in willows. Some are 
in pines and other evergreens,- others in 
Various deciduous trees. There are several! 
immense roosts near the large cities of the 
ast and innumerable smaller ones scat- 
tered through the states, but some of the 
largest are undeubtedly in the vicinity of 
the larger cities cn the Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers from Omaha and Neokuk 
down to Cairo and below. 

Besides temperature and snowfall, the 
main factor in the distribution of the win- 
ter roost is the food supply. Crows are 
ompivorous; animal and vegetable matter 
enter their bill of fare in varying propor- 
tions. They. cannot thrive on vegetable 
food alone; the crow’'s stomach is not made 
to grind corn, wheat or other hard kernels, 
iike the giziacd of a chicken or sparrow, but 
it can digest the meat and even the hair 
and bones of a mouse, and all kinds of in- 
sects and lower animals form a part of 
their food. In the selection of animal mat- 
ter they are not fastidious at all, and dead 
matter is as eagerly sought as fresh food. 
This makes the crow a valuable scaven- 
ger. It does not only remove the dead 
grasshopper; it alap removes the dead 
chicken and picks the meat clean off the 
dead horse. .In this way the services ren- 
dered by them are not to be undervalued. 
lt explains their preference for the most 
populous districts in winter. and their early 
northward immigration as seon as the melt- 
ing Snow ind ice expoke food preserved

In the orchard the crow eats the apple 
rotting on the ground; tn the woods it 
gathers the acorns, wild berries and grapes: 
along the fences the seeds of sumac and 
poison ivy, and on the flelds stray kernels 
of grain, seeds of weeds, worms and all 
sorts of Insects In thetr different stages of 
development, as they have been plowed 
up by the farmer. They visit the ponds 
and ditches for crawfish and a number of 
forms of aquatic life: they catch the fleid 
mice, for which they have a great relish 
as seen by a crow which | kept in con- 
finement. 

When the city used to dump all fits gar- 
bage into the river the crows had a great 
time fishing Une foating morseaiqg ont which 
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they learned to do while on the wing. For 
miles below the city the shores of the river 
were beset with crows all day, hunting for 
and devouring the stranded tidbits. 

In times of floating ice it was a pictur- 
esque sight to watch the eager crows, 
mounted on floating ice cakes, drive down 
the river for miles, scanning the waves for 
something to turn up, with which they 
made for the shore to eat. 

When the river is entirely frozen over, 
the crows have their hardest time, and it 
is then that they are forced to seek re- 
course on the open water farther down 
the river. Though the crows must suffer 
greatly by exposure and privation in our 
winters, it does not seem to dampen their 
ardor in the least, and immediately after 
the severest: spells the first warm day, 
even in January, finds them courting in 
the most amorous manner. While they may 
be ever so hungry. in the early morning, 
when the noonday sun warms the aftr, 
we find troops of crows assembled in shel- 
tered piaces, enjoying the warm rays and 
the company of each other. Sometimes we 
find them in a playful mood and can wit- 
ness peculiar performances, apparently 
destined to win the admiration of their 
comrades. For example, one crow after the 
other will 'eave its perch on the tree, rise 
straight up some fifty feet, gyrate for a 
few minutes with spread wings, descend- 
ing in a graceful curve to alight among 
the rest, who greet it with a medly of the 
most varied tones of which the voice of a 
crow has command. 

As early as the middle of February, if no 
unusual weather conditions prevail, the 
crows breeding in this region desert the 
roost and repair to their ojJd haunts; the 
northward migration of crows has begun; 
their number at our roost grows less and 
less and about the 1st of March the crows 
of the northern states reappear at their 
breeding stands. By the middle of March 
nearly all crows breeding south of St. Louis 
are in pairs, and during the rest of the 
month those breeding north of here are 
filling up, and others are pressing on into 
the British possessions, keeping in the wake 
of melting ice and snow, announcing the 
advent of spring to the inhabitants of those 
regions the same as the bluebird and robin 
do to us; in fact, one of the Indian names 
for the crow means spring-bringer. 

In the early part of April our crows have 
nests which they build in trees, about 30 
feet from the ground, bulky structures, 
which the crow is cautious not to betray, 
and which are guarded with intense wetch- 
fulness when. containing young ones. The 
solicitude for: their Offspring is generals 
rewarded with Success, and, though the 
crow makes Only one brood’‘in a season. 
inost pairs are fortanate enough to bring up 
their four or-five young, a number which 
amply suffiees to allow the spectes to hold 
its own, and even to Increase and spread 
aver new territory, following cultivation 
into hitherto unvisited prairie regions of 
the West and Northwest.

STATE OF ARKANSAS MAY PENSION FORMER SLAVES 


Who Attended Confederate Officers 


groes who served as body serv:ints to Con- 
federate officers, but of all these former 
sJaves none is more interesting than Harli- 
man W. Jefferson. He is a mulatto, 53 
years of age and well educated. He owns 
property and has the contract for removin:; 
the city’s garbage. 

During the war Jefferson was the ser- 
vant of Gen. John Porter McCowan, who 
commanded the -western division cf the 
army under Gen. Braxton Bragg. 

Gen. MeCowan always referred to Jeffer- 
son as his “‘right bower.” 

At the close of the war Jefferson thwart- 
ed a conspiracy of some of McCowan's ene- 
mies in Sevier County, Tennessee, who had 
everything arranged to assassinate him, at 
his father’s home, where he was spending 
a vacation after surrender. 

Twenty years ago Gen. McCowan came to 
Little Rock with a-deed to a farm in Co- 
lumbla County, this state, which he intend- 
ed to present to his old servant. The gen- 
eral was taken suddenly ill and died here, 
having failed to acknowledge before his 
death his signature to the deed. 
_ Another former slave who may 
fited by the ‘proposed action of the 
ansas’ Legislature le John Henry 
a coal black negro of herculean propor- 
tions, now almost 60 vears old. He has 
charge of the hostlers at the transfer com- 
pany’s stables. His experience in the ar- 
mies—for he was with both the Union and 
Confederate sides at different times—was 
novel, He joined Gen. Price in Little Rock, 
and when the Federal army took posses- 
sion of the city, Sept. 10, 1863, Turner re- 
mained behind and found employment with 
Gen, Steel, commander of the Union forces. 
He afterwards fell into the hands of the 
Confederates and again served on Gen. 
Price's ‘staff, as he says, looking after 
his comforts at headquarters. At the Hel- 
ena fight the Federals captured him, and 
for several weeks his services were util- 
iged by the colonel of a regiment of cav- 
airy. Again he passed through the lines, 
and during the balance of the war was 
the faithful servant of Gen. Thomas C. 
Hindman. 

Turner Says he was accused of desertion 
every time he went from one army to an- 
other, and that if he hadn't been a good 
talker they would have hanged him three 
times during the war. 

After the surrender Turner went: to Mexi- 
eco with Joe Shelby. remaining with him 
until bis return to Missourt. 

Gen, T. J. Churchill, afterwards governor 
of Arkansas, owned a servant who wes 
known as Black John.

HE state of Arkansas proposes to 
1 grant a pension of $8 a month to ail 
former siaves who were servants of 
officers in the Confederate ranks during the 
Civil war. A bill with this provision has 
been advanced to the third reading in the 
similar bill has been introduced tn the 
Benate. 

The section providing for a pension for 
this class of staves is in the regular bill 
making provision for an increase of the 
pension fund, and was reported favorably 


lt authorizes the levying of an additional 
five-ciehths of a mill tax to be used ex- 
Clusively for the payment of pensions 
Laet venr the fund amounted to $55,000. 
Only 42 per cent cf pensions were paid, 
leaving SS per cent still due, 

If the present mensure becomes a law, 
the taxation will vield a fund of $150,000, 
Which will be sufficient to meet the ar- 
rearage cf about $18,000, and provide enough 
revenue to pay in full all claims, including 
those of the cx-slaves, none of whom will 
be allievssd 2e pension unless he served at 
least twelve months or longer during the 
war.

Many of them servea 
from the beginning to the end of the war 
and then returned to their former homes 
after the surrender. They enjoyed more 
an the- white servants in the 
Union army and could have gained their 
freedom any time by crossing the lines 
and securing the protection of the Federal 
army.

For this, and also to know how 
to work in many different sorts of fines, he must be a brick- 
layer, understanding how flues are built. 

The chimney sweeper says every residence chimney should 
be swept cvery other year. Otherwise the accumulation of 
soot in the fiues is Ikely to cause fires or, what is almost as 
bad, to precipltate great quantitic of seot in rooms with 
grates, or to make the stoves smoke. 

In sweeping a chimney the expert sweeer ufes a big brush 
which closes like an umbrella. He lowers this, closed, to the 
bottom of the chimney. and then pulls it up. As it comes 

up the brush opetts, bringing the soot In the chimney to the 
top. For this work the .sweeper's employer is paid from $1 
to $% for a chimney, some of which hgve as many as 15 
fines. The. antewasien is $1 or $2 a flue, and the average 
residence chimney in St. Louls has four flues. The chim- 
neys of big office billding are not swept. The draught in
